PREFACE. 

THE author of the following irea^ 
tife was induced to the under^ 
takingy from the complaints fo 
frequently made by gentlemen^ of the 
obfcurity^ inaccuracy^ and tedioujnejs^ 
too general amon^ the writers on th^ 
difeafes of borfes. On this account he 
thought hejhould make no unacceptable 
prejent to the public ^ ij be collet ed from 
the befi authors on thisfubjeSlyfuch par^ 
ticular fymptoms of diftempcrs, as 
would lead to the dif cover y of the real 
one, and dijlinguijh it from others of a 
ftnilifr nature^ rejeSling alt dther de^ 
fcriptions as ufelefs jpeculations. By a 
due attention to this plan ^ every gentle^ 
man would foon judge of the ability qflis 
farrier^ (hould he think proper to confiilt 
one^ before he follows the directions, here 
faid down.

gentlemen but take a little pains (and 
fure the fiudy would be an entertain^ 
ment)' to make themf elves acquainted 
with ihe laws of the bloods circulatioft, 
and the dijfferent fecretions of the va-^ 
ri^us fluids ; they would foon be convinced 
(of what, I have before hintedy that 
injudicious jumbles of drugs are only a 
load on the conjtitution^ and frequently 
defeat the very intentions of nature \ 
v^koofberfelf or with very little af 
J^anccy would in general ^ foon: work 
her own deliverance j but when the load 
of the fuppofed remedy is added to the 
difeafe^ib^ oppreffion becomes too violent 
ffr n^itureJ^ng tfifupport; and though the 
animal has t^e conjlitiition of a bBirfi^: 
yel mufi it at hfi fubmit^ and fall a 
S^fifce tcf ignorance and blind cndu^ 

lity.

PERHAPS it may be no ufdefi 
digreffim to obferoe bercy that this 
would not be the only advantage refulting 
from tbefe kinds of/ludies i as gentlemen

per judgment cf tbofe gui^diansy with 
whom they often intrufi their own healths 
and livesj and diftingui{h thefuperficial 
loquacious coxcomb in pbyfick^from tbe 
rational and modeji praSHtioner : For 
in general it may be obferwd; that in 
proportion to the Jhallowmfs of the .

bie as cmcife as po(fible^ and intirely ^ 

praSiical y the immediate caiife% within^ 
.ivhich occafion the diforder^ with the 
mojl plaufible theories relative thereto^ 
are in. general omitted as precariout 
and delufive\ for ive apprehend they 
tend rather to confound^ than improve 
the judgment^ and obfcure an art that 
Jhould chiefly he founded on penetrating 
obfcrvation, and faithful delcription. 
Indeed the incertitude that has always 
appeared in thefe fort of conjeSlures^ 
hath no^ fully convinced the ingenuous 
6f their inutility ^ and' thdt, one Syden- 
ham, ofie faithful recorder of fa&s^ 
has merited more^ by obferving andfoU 
lowing nature^ painting to the life what 
his eyes f aw ^ and fingers felt ^ than all 
the hypothetical writers united: as a 
proof of this ^ -we need only recolleSl the 
nuniberlefsy ridiculous^ and inconfiflent 
theories^ that have fpriing upfuccej/ively^ 
and which all had tlyeir patrons for a 
time^ but dwindled into difrrpute and 
§hlivion^ in proportion to the advances ■ 
of more plaufible conjedtures: and this 
frobably will be thejate of all fithfiqumt 

a onet^ 
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ones J that are not ereSlei on the more 
/olid bafts of repeated experience^ and 
fedulous obfervation. 

FOR tbeje reajbns particularly we 
bave endeavoured to be as explicit as 
poffible^ in enumerating the fymptoiiis, 
as laid down by the bejl authors \ ejleetn^ 
ing them to be the only true guides that 
can lead us to the knowledge of the^ 
difeafe^ and confequently to the remedy. 
Should it be thought we have dwelt toA, 
long on this part^ we muft plead the, 
importance of it for our excufe^ as w^, 
apprehend^ by being more amcifiy the 
work had been lefs valuable. 

IT may not be improper here aljh 
to acquaint the reader^ that this piece ^ 
was originally drawn up^ and intended 
for the author's own ufe^ Jo refer to 
occqfionally^ and fave the trouble of 
turning over on every occafion the vtf- 
rious writers on this fubjeSt j and that^ 
having been frequently borrowed by his^ 
frienasj their approbation of the plan^ 
and requeji^ prevailed on him to fend 
it to the prefs^ with fome additions.

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He is well aware how much be ex^ 

• 

^pofei bimfelf to the cenfure of the little 
critieks^ dnd to the fneersof the ma* 
Uciom among hh brethren % but be 
begs tbefe would remember ^ that to 
write pertinently on the difeafes of 
borfes^ requires more medical knowledge 
andftudy than may at Jirfl be appre-- 
bended} a parity of reafoning being 
requifite in treating the maladies of. 
borfes and men. And he is convinced 
that fo nearly allied is the true art 
'of farriery to thofe of phyfick and 
furgery, that it never can be perfeBed^ 
"but on fmilar principles ; andofcourfe 
the fubjedl can never be fo properly 
bandied, as by thofe who have made 
thofe arts their Jiudy : . This will m- 
dently appear^ by comparing only the 
two laji treat ifes in our own language 
with all that have preceeded them: 
For though many ujeful obfervationi 
and remedies may be picked up from 
Blundervillc, Markham, De Grey, 
Sollcyfel, Gueriaiere, Soniere, &c.yet^ 
for the moji part^ their method is 
irrational^ and not founded on a tho^ 
rough knowledge of the mechanifm of 

a 2 a horfe^ 
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a horfe^ or animal oeconomy ; their 
medicines in general are a Jirange com* 
pound or jumble of various and dif^ 
cordant ingredients \ fuitable enough t9 
the then reigning fajhion of prejcribingy 
where the falfe pomp of numerous in-- 
gredients inhanced their value ; hut by 
no means agreeable to later improve- 
mcJitSy or to that juji Jimplicity that fo 
remarkably adorns the pra£lice of tno^ 
dern phyjick and furgery. 

THE author has no other apology 
to make for digejiing this piece^ and 
the obfervatiom and refeSlions he has 
interfperfed throughout the nvhole^ than 
his good intentions to refcue the prac* 
tice of farriery out of hands that fo 
much abuje it ; and to convince gen- 
tlemen that as it is founded on ra-^ 
tional principles^ it is neither unbecom- 
ing their fiotice^ or unworthy their 
Jiudy ; and he thinks be has reafon^ 
from fomc late attempts to hope^ that 
it will foon become as cuflomary for 
gentlemen to go through regular courfes 
9f Jarri^ry^ as it is fQr pb'yficians and 

furgcQHi 
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furgeom through tbofe ofchemijlry and 
anatomy. 

THE deferved reputation that Mr. 

Gibson'5 late edition of farriery has 

acquired on account of the many cu-- 

rious obfervations be has made^ and the 

accuracy with which he has defcribed 

the fymptoms ofhorfes difeafes^ was n9 

fmall inducement alfo to the author's 

confenting to this publication \ as it 

was intended to epitomize^ or rather 

glean from that work and others^ 

what ever he judged would be mofi ufs'- 

ful in praSlice. We here too grate^ 

fully ackntndedge our obligations to Dr. 

Bracken'j treatife on this fubjeSt^ for 

many ingenious obfervations^ and real 

improvements^ and muji confefs that in 

our opinion^ thefe two gentlemen^ are the 

only authors^ who have treated the dif-^ 

eafes of horfes^ with propriety^ judgment y 

and method 'y though perhaps there are 

few of note^ that we have not carefully 

perufed^ in order to render this treatife 

more complete ; but thefe are the chief 

of thofe^ who have fuccefsfully con^ 

tributed to introduce a rational fyjlem- 
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df farriery^ Mnd to a/Jift gentlemen in 
judging for tbemfelves in cafes^ wherein • 
every perfon $f a fuperior "education^ 
nvitbany tolerable Jhare of experience^ 
may at leajl put bimfelf on a footing 
witb the generality of our horfe^doStors, 

TERMS of art^ and obfcurity in 
exprejjion^ have purpofely been avoided 
as much as poffible\ {though fometimei 
the nature of tbefubjeB has forced m 
to deviate from our intended plan*) 
For indeed we are more defrous of being 
intelligible to the meanejl capacity^ 
than ambitious of writing in a polijhd 
fiiUy to which we make no pretenfms \ 
and on this account we expea fome in^^ 
dulgence from the candid reader. 

THE receipts it is hoped, will not 
be thought too numerous, as their pre^ 
ference to each other is generally pointed 
out ; and as the ingredients of foms 
may not always be procurable, it was 
therefore thought necejfaryjofubjlitute 
others in tbetr Jlead. Beftdes^ thedif^ 
ficulty , that occurs in adjujling the 
quantities and qualities of various drugs, 

though 
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though a tbing^Jamiliar and eafy entnigb 

to one acquainted mtb medicine^ would 

have greatly embarra£ed the gentle^ 

fnan Jludent. Should fome of them be 

thought too expenjive^ we defire it 

may be remembered^ that as we have 

Jiudied to cure in the Jhortejl method^ 

perhaps there may be little reajbn for 

complaint in the events efpecially when 

the expence of the dearejl of them if 

compared with a farriefs Mil: Though 

nve bavefeldom direSfed any of this fort ^ 

without giving the common cheap forms 

with toem\ and left the alternative 

to the cinumfiimce of the reader^ and 

the value of Iris borfe. 

J^E beg leave however to obfefve^ 
that the writers on the difeafes ofhorfesy 
ard often too f anguine in the virtues they 
ajcribe to particular medicines^ and 
aruggs ; and too warm in the ajfertions 
of their particular fuccefs^ in their 
praSiice and experience. But how are 
we often difappointed^ when we come to 
compare theft ihfervations with our owtt 
experience! nor is this fo much to be, 
wondered at^ when we refieS that no

man by bis own pradiice^ can acquire ^ 
Sufficient knowledge of 4he njirfues^ ^ 
one tenth' part of the Jimplesin Uje\ jh^ 
that of confequence^ writers thuji copy 
from one another^ and report to us many 
things on tradition. 

• WUQEV'ERis at all aiqiiainted 
with the power of druggs^ even from bis 
own experience, knows bow extremely 
difficult it is to afcertain their medicinal 
properties \ as the fame individual me^ 
dicinCy has different effeSis^ not only in 
different confitutions, and in different 
dtfeafesy but alfo in different ftagei i^ 
the fame difeafe. In jhort^ there are 
Jo many circumfiances^ to which we * 
either do not, or perhaps cannot fiiffici^ 
ently attend y which vary their operation 
and eJffeBSy that we are frequently dif- 
appointed tn our expeSiationSy even of 
thofe medicines with which we ate bejt 
acquainted.. 

^HESE ingenuous hints Lthougbt 
extreamly neceffdry, in order to .convince- 
gentlemen .of the great uncertmhty df 
medicine in general i to th end ^ that

Remedies When horfes lofe their appetites 

for over- ^f^^j. purging, it is neceflary to give 

purging. ^ ^^j-jj^ ftomach drink, made of an 

infufion of chamomile flowers, anni- 

feeds, and faflfron: or the cordis^ ball 

may be given for that purpofe. 

Should the purging continue too 
long, give an ounce of diafcordium in 
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a pint of ^ort wine^ and repeat it once 
in twelve hours, if ibe purging con- 
tinues. Plenty of gum arabic water 
fhould alfo be given, and in cafe of 
violent gripes, fat broth glyfters, or 
tripe liquor, (hould be often thrown 
up, with from fifty to an hundred 
drops of laudanum in each. 

When a purge does not work, but wben a 
makes the horfefwell, and refufe his^^^^*^ 
food and water ; which is fomctimes 
the efFedt of bad drugs, or catching 
cold:, warm diureticks are the only 
remedy j of which the following arc 
recommended. 

TAKE a pint of white wine,A diaredc 
nitre one ounce, mix with it a drink.

As it is obferved, that horfes more 
willingly take fweet and palatable 
be midr things, than thofe that are bitter and 
paUublc. of an ill tafte; care (hould be taken 
that the latter are given in balls : and 
that their drinks are always contrived 
to be as little neaufeous as poiiible, 
and fweetened either with honey or li- 
quorice, Thofe that are prepared 
with grofs powders, are by no means 
fo agreeable to a horfe, as thofe made 
by infufion j as the former ofteft clam 
the mouth, irritate the membranes 
about the palate and throat, and fre- 
quently occafion the cough they arc 
intended to prevent. 

Balls 
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. fialb fhould be of an oval (hape, Horfts 
afldinot exceed the fizc of a pullet's ^'^ 
egg ; when the dofe is larger^ it (hould be too 
be divided into two ; and they (hould >"*3^- 
be dipt m oil, to make them flip 
down the eaiier. 

As we have given fome general 
forms of purger, we (hall obferve the 
fame rule in regard to glyfters, with 
fome few cautions and remarks. 

Let it be obferved then, that before Horfct 
the adminidering emollient glyfters ^ocid be 
in coftive diforders, a fmall hand well J?^^ ^\^ 
oiled /hould be pafled up the horfe's ^yactt. 
fundament, in order to bring away 
any hardened dung^ which otherwife 
would be an obftacle to the glyftcr's 
paflage. 

A bag and pipe of a proper form, 
js to be preferred to a lyrn^ge, which 3,^, p,e- 
throws up the glyfter with fo much r nyc t-> 
force, that it pft^n furpri7.es a horfc, * ^' ' "^*' 
and makes him rcjed* it, as faft as it 
goes in: whereas the liquor, when 
preffed gently from the bag, gives him 
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no furprizc or uneafincfs, bur pailes 
cafily up into the bowels, where it 
will fometimes remain a long time, 
and be extrcamly ufeful, by qooling 
and relaxing them ; and will fometimes 
incorporate fo with the dang, as not 
cafily to be diftinguifhed, from the 
other contents of the guts. Thefe 
emollient fort of glyfters are extream- 
ly fer viceable in mofl fevers, and greats 
ly preferable to purging ones ; which 
in general are too pungent, and ftimu- 
late too much, efpecially if aloes are 
a part of the compofition. 

NotntWc Nutritive glyfters are very necefiary, 
gl>fter«. gj^j often fave a horfe from ftarving, 
when his jaws are fo locked up by 
convulfions, that nothing can be con- 
veyed by the mouth. 

They fliould not exceed a quart or 
three pints at a time, but be often re- 
peated : nor fhould they be too fat ; 
but made of ftieeps heads, trotters, or 
any other, meat broths ; milk potage, 
rice-nvilk flrained, and many other 
fuch nourillijng things; for an emol- 
" lient glyfler take the following.

To enumerate the various, caufes of 
^^ colds, would be endlefs: the moft 
ufual are, riding horfcs till they are 
hot, and fuffering them to ftand in 
that condition, where the air is cold 
and piercing 5 removing a horfe from 
a hot ftable to a cold one, and too fud- 
denly changing his cloathing: hence 
It is, that horfes often catch fuch fevere 
*coIds, after they come out of dealers 
hands i and by not being carefully 

rubbed 
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rubbed down, when they come in hot 
off journeys. 

The figns df a horfe's catching cold, Thefyop* 

are a cough, heavinefs and dullnefSi ^^"•• 

which afFedt him, more orlefs,in pro* 

portion to the (cverity of it : the cyei 

are fometimes moift and watery, the 

kernels about the ears and under the 

jaws fwell, the nofe gleets, and he 

rattles in his breathing; and when 

the cold is violent, the horie will be 

feveri(h, his flanks work, and he will 

both loath his hot meat, and refufe 

his water. When thefe lad fymptoms 

are attended with a flimy mouth, ears, 

and kti cold, and a great inward fore- 

nefs, there is danger of a bad fever 

But when the horfe coughs ftrong, q^^ 
fnorts after it, is but little off his (lo-fymptons 
mach, pricks up his ears, and moves 
briskly in his ftall, dungs and (laics 
freely, his fkin feels kindly, and his 
coat does not flare, he is in no dagger, 
and there will be no occafion for me- 
dicines of any kind; but you (hould 
bleed him about two quarts, keep him 
warm, and give him feeds of fcalded 

bran . 
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bran, with as much warm water ad 1hi6 
will drink, in order to dilute his blood. 

JTht cuK. If the diforder (hould increafe, the 
horfe feel hot, and refufe hk meat^ 
bleed him, if a ftrong one, two quarts 
more ; and if you are not fatisficdi 
without giving medicines, avoid as 
you would a poifon, a farrier's drench ; 
(which is generally compofed of fome 
iiot, nau^ous powders, given in a 
quantity of ale ; which too often in- 
creafes the fever, by overheating the 
blood, and palls the horfe's flomach 
by its loathibmenefs.) And inflead of 
it, infufe two ounces of annifeeds ; with 
a dram of faffron, in a pint and a half 
of boiling water ; pour off the clear 
and diffol ve in it four ounces of honey ; ' 
to which may be added four fpoonfuls | 
of £tlkd oil: this drink may be given 
every night ; or one of the following 
balls, provided there is no fever; in 
v^ich cafe, it always .will be^niore | 
eligible to give two^ or three ounces 
<rf nitre, or fait prunella every day in 
^is feeds, or water, till ic is removed : 
this method of treating colds we have 
explained, in our anima^veriionsi on 

nitre i 
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lutre, and the great efficacy of thU 
medkine^ but (hould the horfe be 
inclined to cpflivenefs, remember that 
his body (hould be kept open by 
emollient glyfters^ or cream of tartar '

T A K E annifeed, carra way feed, and The cor- 
greater cardamoms, finely pow- **'*^ ^^** 
dered, of each an ounce, flower of 
brimftotle two ounces, turoierick 
in fine powder, one ounce and a 
half, faffron two drams, Spaniih

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juice difTolved in water, two 
ounces, oil of annifeed half an 
ounce, liquorice - powder one 
ounce and a half; wheat flower, 
a fufficient quantity, toaiake into 
a ftifF pafte, by beating all the 
ingredients well in a mortar.. 

Thefe balls confift of warm opening 
ingredients ; and, given in fmall quan- 
tities, about the fize of a pullet's egg, 
will encourage a fre« perfpiration i 
but in cafe of a fever, (hould be cau- 
tioufly continued. They are much 
more efficacious, and in all cafes fupe- 
ricMT to the farriers drenches, if 
diilbked in a pint of warm ale. 

This (imple method, with good 
nurfing and hot mafhes, warm water 
and cloathing, efpecially about the 
head and throat, which promotes the 
running at the noftrils, will anfwcr 
in moft fudden colds; and when she 
horfe feeds heartily, and fnorts after 
coughing, moderate exercife every 
4ay wilj hailen his recovery.

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The fcalded bran (hould be put hot Pardwhf 
into the manger^ for the (learns con-> ^ 
duce not a little, to promote the run* 
ning, which is often very plentiful, 
and greatly forwards the cure. His 
manger fiiould be kept clean, by filling 
with ilraw; his hay well fhook and 
fprinkled with water, and given in 
fmall quantities : for his breathing, at 
this time, taints the hay, and then he 
will not touch it. 

ifo a horfe loaded with fle(h, a 
rciwel may fometimcs be neceflary, a» 
mayalfo a gentle purge or two, to 
fome, when the diftemper is gone off.

AS I purpofely avaid giving de- 
fcriptions of difeafes, or fo much ' 
as gueffing at the caufes within, which 
bring them about, I (hall immediately 
enter upon the fymptoms which dc- T^^fymp.

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aite great rcftleflhefs, the horfe ranging 
from one end of his rack to the other i 
his flanks beat ; his eyes are red and 
inflamed ; his tongue parched and dry ; 
his breath is hot, and fmells flrongj 
he lofes his appetite, and nibbles his 
hay, but don't chew it, and is fre- 
quently fmelling to the ground; the 
whole body is hotter than ordinary 
(though not parched, as in fome in- 
flammatory diforders ;) he d ungs of ten^ 
little at a time, ufually hard, and in 
fmall bits; he fometimes ftalts with 
difficulty, and his urine is high colour-: 
edj his flanks beats, and he feems^to 
thirft, but drinks little at a time, and: 
often ; his pulfe beats full and hard,' 
to fifty ftrokes and upwards in a 
minute. 

The firfl: intention of cure is bleeds 
ing, to the quantity of two or three 
quarts, if the horfe is ftrong, and in 
good condition; then give him a pint 
of the following drink four times a 
day ; or an ounce of nitre, mixed up 
into a ball with honey, may be given 
dirice a day^ inftead of the drink, an^

that rcfpeft have their ufe. Sokyfel for 
this purpofe advifes two ounces offalc 
of tartar, and one offal armoniac to be 
diflblved in two quarts of water, and 
mix'd with a pail of common water; 
adding a handful of bran or barley 
flower to qualify the unpleafant tade ; 
this may be given every day, and is 
no bad medicine.

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The diet ^^^ ^^^^ ihould bc fcalded bran, 
in fcvere. given in fmall quantities ; which, if 
he refufeSy let him have dry bran 
fprinkled with water: put a h^nciful 
of pickM hay into the rack» whjch a 
horfe will often eat^ when he will touch 
nothing eliib : his water need not be 
much warmed, but ihould be given 
often» and in fmall quantities: his 
cloathing (hp\M be modet!9Jt»^ too 
much heat and. weight pn a horfe

(as thofe in the human body tecmmate) 
but by Aroog perfpiratioo.

If, in a day or two he begins to eat 
his bran, and pick a little hay^ this 
method with good nurfing will aniwer :

thing more is rcquifite to coriiplcat his 
recovery, than walking him abroad in 
the air, and allowing plenty of clean 
litter to reft him in the ftable. 

Praaical This method of treating i felrer'4s 
obferva- fimple, according to the la ws tJf lAk*- 
ture J and is confirmed by long expe- 
rience, to be infinitely preferable to 
the hot method. 

The intention here is to leficn the 
quantity of blood, promote the fecre- 
tions of urine and perfpiration, and 
cool and dilute the fluids in general.

creafes, the cafe is then dangerous. But 
when it fenfibly abates, and hfe tnouth 
grows drier, the jgrating of his tefeth 
ceafes, his appetite mends, and he takei 
to lay down (which perhaps he has 
not done for a fortnight) thefe are 
promifing figns.

The 
experienced farrier (hould therefore he 
confulccdand attended to, in regard tfii 
the fymptoms ; but very feldoro as to 
the application of the remedy, which ' 
is generally above their comprehen- 
fion J thpygh it maybe readily fcIcSed, 
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Ysfj duly attending to the abdfervations 
here incolcarcd. 

Firft then, a moderate quantity of The care 
bloody not exceeding three pints, may 
be taken away, and repeated in pro« 
portion to his ftrength, fulineff, in- 
^^rard forene/^ cough, or any tendency 
to mfldtmmation. After diis^ the fever- 
drink, p. 33 may be given, with the 
addiiicrndfan ounce of fnake-root, and 
three drams of faffi'on and camphor, 
diflblved firft in a little fpirk of wine ;

Before vre clofe this chapter on 
fevers, it may be no improper hint to 
the curious, to take notke that a 
horfe's pulfe (hould more particularly 
be attended to than is cuftomary^ as 
a proper eftimate may thereby be 
made both of the degree and violence 
'7 of the fever prefcnt, by obferving * the 

rapidity of the blood^s motion, and 
the force that the heart and arteries 
labour with to propel it round. 

The puWe The nigheft calculation that Jias 

iou}dt been made of the ouicknefs of the

For which reafon I cannot too 

much in force the neceffity of this

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every one with what icrupulou^ at- 
tention the human pulfe is txithtnSit 
in every feverifli ftage, and how bftfin 
the phyfician's judgment is chlcffy 
direfted by it : What difcoveries there^ 
fore might not he niade by accurate 
obfervations on the pulfe of horfes,' 
hothin regard to the quicknefs of tK^ 
blood's motion, and to the hardnefs of 
the artery, from its difficult vibrations ! 
it would be a fure guide to dfftlnguiib 
an inflammatory fever with denfe 
fizy blood, from an irregular depre^ti 
one i it would dired us more certainty 
when, and how often We flioifld repeat 
bleeding in fevers, and other diforders^ 
;and when we fliould draw off blood 
previous to purging > or refraiQ frdpi 
, the latter, till by lowering thchoril's 

diet, his conftitution and blood is ra? 
duced to a proper temper ; for in iu^l) 
as are replete and (anguine, wlthoiiip 
this caution an inflammation of rhe 
bowels isfoon brought on by the imi- 
tations, fuch Aimulating medicines 
produce on veflels too tucgid,; and 
many a horfe's life has been facri^d 
to this negiedt, but more particularly 
fine, high fed ones.

mations here defcribed

He has often difcovered piatjtcr on 
the pleura (or membrane which. iioe$ 
the cbeft internally) making its way 
into the cheft ; he has found in fon^

and ih others abfcefles of various fizes ^ 
and in fliort, inflammations in every 
boweL In order to diftinguifli thef^ 
difoKlcrs from others, we (hall dq-

THIS diforder hitherto fecmf to xhe cwfe 
- have been Mttlc undcrftood, but of brokcn- 
MrGiiJbn is inclined to think, that ^'"^' 
the iburce of it is frequently owing to 
injudicious, or hafty, feeding young 
hories jfor fale ^ by which means the 
growth of the lungs^ and all the con- 
tents within the chefl; are fo increafed, 
and in a few years io preternaturalty 
enlarged, that the cavity of the chefl: 
is not capacious enough for them to 
expand themfelves in, and perform 
their fundions* 

A narrow contrafted cheft with 
large lungs may fometimcs naturally 
he [he caufe of this diforder : and it 
has been obferved that borfcs rifing 
eight years old, are as liable to this 
diAemper^ as at a certain period of 
life men fall into afthinas, confump- 
tions^ and other chronic difeafes.

V ' FMOOk this description of the farcy General 
it will appear how greatly thofe may fpccific» 
be)difai^)0mted who depend on feme °[ ^*"^® 
fingjLe fpeciiic drink or bali for a cer- 
takionre; lor the fymptoms are fome 
tim^' fa favourable, that it is eafily 
conquered by a very firaple manage- 
mepti and when it arifes fuperficially 
upon tibe fmaller veflels, it will often 
go blf^ with ^Enodefate labour without 
aii^ oiber means than bkedi^g. Such 
inftanoes as thele itiay eafily give a re* 
putation to things of no great efikacyi 
and bring them into efteem : but who- 
ever* has acquired any true notion ol 
the. &iipy^ will know that this didem-^ 
per is not; to be. coaatquercd hut by 
fuch things a&' are 6tly adapted to the 
various fymptoms that occur in the 
different ftages of it. To avoid there- 
fore the perplexity that arifes from 
.... the 
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the various complications fo ufual in 
the farcy, we (hall confider it in its 
difFerent Aates, or degrees, viz. when 
it feizes only the ftnaller vefiels ; wl^n 
the larger veins are chorded, and the 
feet, pafterns, and flanks afFefted;

and runs at the nofe ; if abfcefles are 
formed in the fle(hy parts between 
the interflices of the large mufcles ; 
if his eyes look dead and lifelefs; if 
he forfakes his food, and fcours often^ 
and his excrements appear thin and 
of a blackifti colour i if the plate, or 
thigh vein continue large and^chorded 
after firing, and other proper appli- 
cations ; thefe fymptoms denote the 
diftemper to have penetrated inter- 
nally, and that it will degenerate into 
an incurable confumption : it is moft 
probable alfo, that the whole roafs

CHAP. XXI. 





Of Alterative Medicines* 

What 15 T>Y alteratives, or altering medi- 

ritemivc^ ^^^^5 ^^^ to be underftood fuch 
incdicncs. as having no immediate fcnfiblc ope- 
ration, gradually gain upon the con-- 
flituiion, by changing the humours or 
juices from a ftate of diftcmperaturc 
to health. This intention in fome 
cafes may perhaps be efFcded by cor- 
redting the acrimony of the juices, 
and accelerating the blood's motion; 
and in others by attenuating, or break- 
' ing its particles, and dividing thofe co- 
hefions vsrhich obftru€k the capillaries, 
or finer veflTels ; and fo promote the 
due fecretions of the various fluids. It 
is certain that many have but an in- 
different opinion of a medicine, that 
does not operate externally, and gratify 
their fenfcs with a quantity of imagined 
^ hunwurs cjedled from the body: but 
}ec fuch people remember that there

arc good humours as well as bad, 

which are thrown off together ; that 

no evacuating medicine has a power of 

fcledtrng, or feparating the 'bad from 

the good 5 and confequcntly that they 

are thrown out only in a proportionate 

quantity. Thefe few hints may be 

fufficient to convince the judicious 

reader of the great advantages arifing Are often 

from alteratives, and the preference ferrcd^to' 
due to them, in moft cafss over pur- purges. 
gatives 3 unlefs it could be proved, as 
already mentioned, that the latter could 
cuU out, and feperate from the blood 
the bad humours folely, leaving the 
good behind ; but this elective power 
has long been juftly exploded as-ridi- 
culous and uncertain, fince it is plain 
that all kinds of purging- medicines 
differ only in degree of ftrength, and 
operate no otherwife upon different ' 
humours^ than as they ftimulace more 
or lefs. 

We fliall therefore take this oppor- Nitre re- 
tunitv of recommending feme altera- ^^^jmmeoJ- 
tive medicines, which are not 10 ge- .ijeracivc- 
nerally known as they ought to be ; 
and that too on the fared grounds, a 

proper 
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proper experience of their good efiedi 
in repeated trials. The firft then b 
nitre or purified fait petre, which has 
long been in great cfteetn, and perhapi 
is more to be depended on in all in* 
flammatory fevers than any other me- 
dicine whatever :' but befides this ex- 
tcnfive power of allaying inflammatory 
diforders, it is now offered as a remedy, 
taken in proper quantities, as an al- 
terative for furfeits, molten -grcafe, 
hide-bound, greafe-hccls, &c. And as 
it has been known to fuccced even in 
the cure of the farcy, what other dif- 
tempcrs in horfes, arifing from vitiated 
fluids may it not be tried on, with a 
ftroBg probability of fuccefs? This 
great advantage will arife from the ufc 
of this medicine over moft others, that 
as its- operation is chiefly by urine, it 
requires no confinement or cloathing ; 
but the horfe may be worked mode- 
rately throughout the whole courfc. 
This medicine has been found equally 
efficacious (by many trials made in one 
of our hofpicaIs)in correding the acri- 
mony of the juices, and difpofing the 
moft obftinate and inveterate fores to 
heal up.) and hence probably it came 

recom- 
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recommended as an alterative to bur 
lK>rfes. 

One of our greatcft phy fical wr iuer^ phfem- 
is very copious in the praife of this ^*^"* ^ 
mediciiae, and my Lord Bacm had fo 
laigh an opinic^ of it, that he believed 
it wouJd prolong life ; 'tis very certain, 
chat it isa grcatrefifterof putrifadioa, 
x?<^hich our very cooks arc no Grangers 
to ; if then it' will prefervc the flc(h of 
dead animals, why not the blood and 
]uic^ of living ones ? That it renders 
them more' fluid, may be proved, by 
mixing a folution of it» with blood 
freih drawn, which will not only pre- 
vent the coagulation, but change its 
very colour from a dark black, to an 
elegant florid red, and preferve it fo 
for fome time: Afo/^fo^/^i has inform- 
ed us that he injeded it into the very 
blood veflels of a dog, where it intir 
matcly mixed with the blood without 
any detriment, or remarkable altera- 
tion, except a more copious difcharge 
of urine, its power alfo of defl:roying 
' worms is very remarkable : in (horta 
jnorc ufeful medicine perhaps fcarce 

CxiAs^ 
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exifl:s, and there is no doubt to ht 
made, when it comes into more geoe- 
ral ufc, its own merit, and good cf- 
fefts will fufficiently fecommtend it- 
felf. We ftiould not have prcfumed to 
fay fo much in its favour, were wc 
not thoroughly convinced of its great 
'litility, and believe it to be in many 
cafes, one of the beft, and fafeft alte- 
ratives we have. Wc have already 
takerv notice of its great efficacy in 
removing fevers, and think that in the 
beginning of colds, (which are the 
forerunners of fevers) waS this medi- 
cine given early, inftead of pe<3:oral 
drinks, or the ufual balls, thoie com- 
plaints would be much fooner re- 
moved, without incurring any danger 
of the diftcmper's fettling on the lungs, 
which the tampering too long with 
thofe fort of medicines, too often lays 
a foundation for: We muft confefs it 
would be a difficult undertaking, to 
perfuade moft farriers, diat their heal- 
ing drinks, or horfe balls, are very im- 
proper on thefe occafions, but more 
cfpecially when given at firft; but gen- 
tlemen will readrly perceive the forc€ 
of reafon, when they find that the 

inten- 
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intention here aimed ar, is to cool and 
attenuate in general, the whole mafs of 
fluids ; by which method, the blood 
which is now become too thick to cir- 
culate freely, through the fmall veffcls 
of the lungs, (land is the original caufe 
both of the cough, fluffing up, and 
laborious breathing )is rendered fuffici- 
ently fluid for that purpofe, by the . 
ufe of this medicine; as all the fecrc- 
tions are promoted by it, at the fame 
time.

The quantity of nitre given at a Nitre. 
time ihould be from two to three ^^J^^^'^ ^® 
ounces a day j let it be, finely powdered, 
and then mix with it by littte at a 
time as much honey as will form it 
into a ball ; give it every morning 
fafling for a month; or ic may be 
given at firfl for a fortnight only, in- 
termitting a fortnight, and then repeat 
it. If it be obfervcd that the horfc

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after this courfe is finifticd, givje him 
a quart of hemp-feed in his corn every 
day fQr a month ; but as the horfe'si 
mouth will probably be fare^ his feed 
fhould be boiled oat$^ barley^ and 
fcalded bran. 

As the operation of mercurials both Me^cun. 
in men and horfes is very precarious^ uncertain- 
if the quantity above mentioned gripes ly on 
the hiMrfe or purges^ him^ inftead of ^^^^'^*- 
th« di^pqnte miix it up with twa 
drams of philoniuai, or half a fcruplc 
of opium Of camphor ; (hould it affedt 
his mouth fo much as to render him 
incapable of eating evea foft food, the 
purging drink ihould be givea him, 
fo ^ to procure three cw: four ftools 
every day, and the ball forborn till this 
complaint is removed. But this me- 
dicine I think may in fbmc horfes 
fueceed better, by giving the turbith 
in \r& (^uantities^ and for a longer 
tkne^ a fcrupk every night, or half a 
, diam every other night ; which 
method I think fafeft to begin with^ 
. in ord«: to judge of the horfe's con- 
ftitution ; and as have more par- 
ticularly explained in the chapter oa 

Farct 
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Fafcy. After this courfe, a flrong 
decodion ©f guaiacum, or the altera- 
tive powders ftiould be given for a 
month: or lime water may be given 
for his conftant drink, at firft mixed 
' with his water, afterwards alone.

When horfcft take drinks with great 
reludtance, powders muflbegivenin 
their feeds ; thus crude antim<M3y, or 
liver of antimony finely poiwdered, .

in all furfeits gum guaiacum mixed 
with antimony is £3UAd more effica* 
cious.

Tfaefe are estcellent aherative tnc* 
dicines, particularly for furfeitcd 
horfes ; they will redrify the fluids^ 
open the horfe's hide, promote the 
fecretions; and make him coat well; 
they will likewife fufe and thin the 
blood, and therefore are extreamly 
proper when the juices are too vifcid 
and iizey, which often occafions lame- 
nefs-in various parts; in ihort the& 
fort of medicines are to be preferred 
to moft others of this kind, as they 
are given with graiter iafety, and re- 
quire no confinemeiu; or particular 
diet.

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They fcem well oalculated alfo £oi Are pro- 
running horfes, (efpecially the latter) ^„n/ing 
i^hoie fluids of courfe, from the vio- horfes, 
lence of their exercife, are often fub- 
jed: to great alterations i which will

nued about the iamc fpace of time. 

P z Whenever 
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Thecaufc; Whenever therefore mercurial prc- 
paratidns are given to horfcs, they 
fhoald be well attended to, and fufR- 
cicnt intervals be allowed to prevent 
a flux on the mouth and nofe. The 
reafon why thcle kind of mercurials 
'Will flux horfes fooner than men, may 
' be owing to the mou ths of the la<fleals 
♦m horfes being more open, large, and 
free than thofe in men y whofe ofifkres 
may alfo be furred up by vifcid oily 
things, to which inconveniences horfes 
are not fo liable, by reafon of their 
fimple diet : befides the horizontal 
fituation of the guts of horfes may 
contribute not a little to it, by pre- 
venting the mercury from paffing 
through them fo quick as. in men ; 
and the depending, fitpation of the 
horfe's head, may occafion its being 
fo foonaffeftcd, when the blood is 
t>nce faturatcd with mercurial par- 
ticles.

Of a BGNE-SPAVIN. 

Without cutting at all into the ^ fpavm 
caufe of this diforder, which:^'^"^^^ 
as a bony excreflence, or hard fwelling 
growing on the inlide of the hock of 
a horfe's leg, we fhall content our- 
felves with defcribing the different 
kinds thereof, by their lymptomsi and 
then enter on their cure. 

A fpavin that begins on the lower 
part of the hock, is not fo dangerous 
as that which puts out higher, be- 
tween the two round procefles of the 
leg bone'j and a fpavin near the edge 
is not fo bad as that which is more 
inward towards" the middle, as it docs 
not fo much affed the bending of the 
hock. 

A fpavin that comes by a kick or ^j^^ j|^^ 
blow, is at firft no true fpavin, but a rcntki«ck 
bfuife on the bone, or membrane 
which covers it -, therefore not of that

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confcquence, as when it proceeds 
from a natural caufc: and ichofe that

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The cure, f^ £j.^ a ring-bone fucccfefully, let 
the operation be performed with a

CHAP. XXX. 
0/SPLENTS. 

Splcntf Tp H E S E are hard excreflences 
dcfcribcd. X that grow on the fliank-bone, 
and are of various (hapes and fizes. 
Some horfes are more fubjedl to fplents 
than others; but young horfes are 
moft liable to thefe infirmities, whieh 
often wear off, and difappear of them- 
fel ves . Few horfes put out fplents after 
they are fcven or eight years old, un- 
lefs they meet with blows or acci- 
dents. 

A fplent 
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A fplent that arifes in the middle 
of the ihank bone is no ways dan- 
gerous i but thofe that arife on the 
back part of this bone, when they 
grow large and prefs agaiaft the back 
finew, always caufe lamenefs or ftiiF- 
nefs, by rubbing againft it : the others, 
except they arefuuated near the joints, 
fcldotn occafion lamenefs. 

As to the cure of fplents, the beft Beft let 
way is not to meddle with them, un- '^°^«' >f 
lefs they are fo large as to disfigure a fZ^;^ 
horle, or are 10 fituated as to endanger lamenefs. 
his going lame. 

Splents in their infancy, and on The cure; 
their firft appearance, fhould be well- 
bathed with vinegar, or old verjuice; 
which by ftrengthening the fibres, 
often put a ftop to their growth: for 
the membrane covering the bone, and 
not the bone itfelf, is here thickened; 
and in fome conftituuons purging and 
afterwards diuretic drinks, will be a 
great raeaqs to remove the humidity , .

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is what often gives rife to fuch ex- 
creflences. 

Various are the r*emedies pi^eferibed 
for this diforder ; the ufual way is to 
rub the fplent with a round (lick, or 
the handle of a hammer, till it is 
almoft raw, and then touch it with 
cii of origanum. Others lay on a 
pitch plaifter, with a little fublitnaft 
or arfenic, to deftroy thq fubftance : 
fomeufeoil of vitriol; fome iinCturp 
of cantharides : all which methods 
have at times fucceeded j only they 
are apt to leave a fear with the lo^ 
of hair. Thofe applications, that are 
of a morecauflic nature often do more 
hurt than good, efpecially when the 
iplent is grown very hard, as they 
produce a rottennefs, whiqh keejps 
running feveral months before the 
ulcer can be healed, and then leaves 
an ugly fear. 

Mild blif. Mild bliflers often repeated, as re* 
1^*"* *? '^ commended in the chapter of Bone" 
ferred to Spavifiy {hould firft be tried as the 
firing, jnoft eligible method, and will gene- 
rally fucceed even beyond expedlation :

Tl^ejfe liquid corrofive ^l^^^^gs ql^ ^^ 
agree well with, borfes, whofe fibres tion. 
are ftiflf and rigid, and whofe juices 
areoily and viicidj in this cafe they 
cpotraft the velfels of the tendons on 
the hind part of the head and upper 
pari of the neck, which are continually

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fpewing out a matter or ichor that 
can hardly be digefted, or the profu- 
fion abated without fuch applicatiom 
as thefe. 



CHAP. XXXIL 

Of a Fiftula and Bruifes m 
the Withers, Warbles on the 
Back, awrfSiNFafts. 

Bruifcs T5R0ISES on the withers fre- 
of the •■-* quently impoflumate, and for 
fcow ^"^^^ want of care turn fiftulous ; they arife 
caufcd. often from pinches of the faddle, and 
fhould be treated with repellers ; for 
Tkc cure, this purpofe bath© the tumor well with 
hot vinegar three or four times a day, 
if that does not fucceed alone, an 
ounce of oil of vitriol may be put to 
a quart of vinegar, or half an ounce 
of white vitriol diffolved in a little 
water, and added to the fame quantity. 
Thefe are generally very efFedhial re- 
pellers for this purpofe in horfes, and 
will frequently prevent impoftuma- 
tion : When the fwelling is' attended 
with hear, fmarting, and *Iittle "hot 

watery 
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atery pimples, the following mixture 
'w^ill then be more proper to bathe 
^vith. 

TAKE two.ounces of crude fal am- A rcpcl- 
moniac, boiled in a quart of lime \^^^ ^**- 
water, where that cannot be had^ 
a handful of pearl or wood aihes 
may be boiled in common water; . 
pour off the decodlion when fet- . 
tied, and mix with it half a pint 
of fpirit of wine: anoint the part 
afterwards with linfeed oil, or 
elder ointment^ to foften and 
fmooth the fkin. 

But when thefe fwellings are criti- .Whca 
cal-, the confequcnce of a fever fettled how^* 
on this part, you muft avoid the re- treated* 
pelling method, and affift in bringing 
the fwelHng to matter by means of 
fuppurating poultices: experienced 
farriers advife never to open thefe 
tumors till they break of themfelves ; 
forif they are opened before they arc 
ripe, the whole fore will be fpongy, 
and difcharge. a bloody ichor » which 
foon degenerates into a fprdid ulcer. 
But take care to inlarge the openings 

an4 
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and pare away the lips^ that yoor 
df ef&ngs may be applied eafily ; and 
avoid the ligament which runs along 
the neck to the withers ; if a gather- 
ing forms on the oppofice fide, open 
. it in the lame manner, but take care 
they incline downwards, for the fake 
of depending orifices, and letting the 
matter flow ofFeafity. For the method 
of drefling we muft refer to the pre- 
ceeding chapter; and if the bones 
ihould be found foul, they muft be 
drefled withtinfture of myrrh till they 
fcale of: if the fungus is very trouble- 
fome, and the difcharge oily, yel- 
low and vifcid, pledgits foaked in the 
following made hot have been found 
vtry efFeftual, bathing the fwelling 
i-ound with fpirit of wine and vinegar. 

ii,7'"^ TAKE half an ounce of blue viirioV 

diflblved in a pint of water ; oil 
of turpentine, and rectified fpirit 
of wine, of each four otmces : 
white wine vinegar fix ountes ; 
oil of vitriol and iEgyptiiicum^ . 
of each two ounces. 

When, 
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When the cavities are truly fidii- 
lous, the call ofities xnuft becutout^ 
where it can be done, with a knife ; 
and the remainder dcftroyed by cor- 
rofives. i)iz, precipitate, burnt allum, 
and white vitriol, as we have already 
obferved in the chapter on Ulcers, 

Warbles are fmall hard tumors WarbTei* 
under the faddle part of a horfe's back^ dcfcribcd. 
dccafioned by the heat of the faddle in 
travelling, or its uneafy fituation. A 
lio,t greafy difti- clout atJirft frequently 
applied, will fometimes remove them. 
Camphorated fpirits of wine arc alfo 
very efFedual for thispurpofe to dif- 
perfe them, to which a little fpirit of 
fal ammoniac may be added. The re« 
pellcrs above mentioned are fuccefs- 
fully applied in thefe cafes, 4nd if you 
are obliged to work the horfe, take 
care your faddle is nicely chambered. 

Afit-faft proceeds generally from a 
warble, and is the horfe's hide turned ^j, J[ * ' 
homy, which if it cannot bediffolvcd 
and foftenedby rubbing with rhemfr- 

cul ikii 
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curial ointment, muft be cut out, and 
created then as a frefh wound.

0/ Wind-Galls, Blood and 
Bog-Spavins. 

Wind- A Wind'gall is a flatulent fwcUing, 
galls de- xX which yields to the preffure of 
*^ ' the finger, and recovers its fhape on 
the removal thereof: the tumor is 
vifible to the eye, and often feated on 
both fides of the back finew, above 
the fetlocks, on the fore legs ; but 
moft frequently on the hind legs; 
though they are met with in various 
parts of the body, wherever mem- 
branes can be fo feparated, that a 
.quantity of air and ferofities may be 
included within their duplicatures. 

How When they appear near the joints 

cEttfed. aj^d tendons, they are generally caufed 

by ftrains, or bruifes on the finews, 

or the flieath that covers them ; which 

. - by 
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by being overftretched, have fomc of 
nhcir fi^es ruptured ; whence pro- 
bably may ouze out that fluid which is 
commonly found with the included 
air: though where thefe fwellings 
fliew themfelves in the interftices of 
large mufcles, which appear blown up 
like bladders, air alone is the chief 
fluid ; and thefe may fafely be opened^ 
and treated as a common wound. 

On the firft appearance of wind- How they 
galls, their cure flioqld be attempted ^^^^^^ 
by reftringents and bandage ; for which 
purpofe let the fwclling be bathed 
twice a day with vinegar, or verjuice 
alone, or . let the part be fomented 
with a dccodion of oak bark, pome- 
granate and allum boiled in verjuice^ 
binding over it, with a rowler, a 
woollen cloth foaked in the fame'. 
Some for this purpofe ufe red wine 
lees, others curriers (havings wetted 
with the fame, or vinegar, bracing the 
part up with a firm bandage. 

If this method after a proper trial^ Repeated 
flipuld not be found to fucceed, au- ^ll!!,!^''^' 
tnorshave advifed the fvv.elling to be ii»cndcd. 

pierced 
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pierced with an tvr\^ or opened 
a knife; but mild blifteriog has io 
general the preference given to theft 
methods ; tlK including fluids being 
thereby drawn off, the impaled air 
difper&dy and the tumor gradually 
diminiihed. A little of the bliftering 
ointment (hould be laid on every other 
day for a week^ which brings on a 
plentiful difcharge^ but genially in 
a few days is dried up, when the horie 
may be put to his ufiial woi-k^'ind 
the bliftering ointment renewed in 
that manner once a month or c^f^ner, 
as the faorfe can be fpared ft om 
foufinefs, till the cure is comrpleated* 
This is the only method to prevent 
fcarS) which firing of courfe leiv^ 
bdbind, and unlefs fkillfuUy executed, 
too often likewife a fullnefs on the 
joint with ftifFnefs; the mild blifter- 
ing ointment, where the fublimate is 
left out, is the propereft for this 
purpofe.

but if,, by thefe means the vein is not 
reduced to its ufual dimen/ions, the 
*skin fliould be opened, and the vein 
tied with a crooked needle and wax 
thread paffed underneath it, both 
above and below the fwelling^ and 
the turgid part fufFered to digeftaway 
with the ligatures : for this purpofe 
the wound may be daily drefled with 
turpentine, honey and fpirit of wine, 
incorporated together. .

the part may be anointed with burnt 
allumand honey, which is proper for 
moft fores in the mouth. 

Barbs are fmall excreflences under ^'^\^ 
the tongue, which may be difcovered how curci 
by drawing it afide, and are cured 
by cutting clofe off, and wafhing 
with brandy, or fait and water.

• Ahorfc isfaid to have wolves teetb^ wolvca 
when the teeth grow in fuch a manner^ teeth, 
that their points prick, or wound "^^^^ 
either the tongue, or gums, in eating* 
Old horfes are moft liable to this in- 
firmity, and whofe upper overflboot 
the under t«th in a great degree. :. -r 

To remedy this evil you may either ^rhe cure. 

chop off the fuperfluous parts of the 

teeth with a chizzel and mallet, or 

. file them down, which is the better 

way, till you have fufficiently waftsd 

them.

fuch difeafes mud firfl; be cured before 
the greafe can be removed. In the 
former cafe moderate exerciic, proper 
dreffing, deanlinefs, and external ap« 
plicacionsy will anfwer the purpofe; 

in 
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in the latter, internals muft be called 
in to our affiftancc, with proper eva- 
cuations. 

How When a horfc's heels arc firft ob- 
htSl^^ fcrved to fwell in the ftable, and 
fliouid be fubfide, or go down, on exercife 5 let 
treated, care be taken 10 wa(h them very clean 
every time he domes in, with foap- 
fuds, chamberlye, or vinegar and 
water, which, with proper rubbing, 
will frequently prevent, or remove 
this complaint: or let them be well 
bathed twice a day with old verjuice, 
or the following mixture, which 
will brace up the' relaxed veffelsj; 
and if rags dipped in the fame are 
rowled on with a proper bandage, 
for a few days, it is moft likely the 
fwellings will foon he removed by this 
method only, as the bandage will 
fupport the veflels, till they have re- 
covered their tone.^ To anfwer this 
end alfo, a laced flocking made of 
flrong canvafs, or courfc cloth, neatly 
fitted to the part,' would be found 
cxtreanily fervlceable, and might 
eafily be c)ntrived by an ingenious

great trouble, as thefe diforders are 
very obftinate to remove, being often 
occafioned by a poor dropfical flatc of 
blood, or a general bad difpoiidon in 
the blood and juices. 

The cure in this cafe, if the horfc 
is full and fleftiy, muft be begun by 
bleeding, rowels and repeated pui^e- 
ingj after which diuretic medicines 
are frequently given with fucccfs.

drink. TAKE four ounccs of yellow rofin, 

one of fal prunellae ; grind them 
together with an oiled pefUe, 
add a dram of oil of amber, and 
give in a quart of forge water 
every morning, failing two hours 
before and after taking, and ride 
moderately. 

As this drink is found very dif- 
agreeable to fome horfes, I would re- 
commend the nitre balls in its ftead, 
given to the quantity of twa ounces a 
day, for a month or fix' weeks, mitred 
up with honey, or in his feeds: Take 
the following alfo for that purpofe.

A horfc The laft thing we (hall recommend 
dwn, of is a method to oblige a horfe to lay 
great fcr- dowfi in the liable. This undoubtedly 
^^^' Js of the utmoft confequence, as it 
will not a little contribute to the re- 
moval and cure of this diforder; for 
by only changing the pofition of his 
legs, a freer circulation would be ob- 
tained, and the fwelling taken down: 
whereas in general it is greatly aggra- 
vated by the obftinacy of the hodc^ 
who refufes to lie down at all (pro- 
^ bably from the pain it gives him to 
bend his legs for that purpofe;) by 
which means the fliffnefe and fwell- 
ing increafes, till the over-gorged and 
diftcnded vefiels are obliged to give 
way, and by burfting, difcharge the 
fluids which fhould circulate through 
them.

may teach him to lie down at the fame 
words you firft ufed for that . purpofe, 
—Other means are recommended for 
this purpofe, fuch as tying the horfe's 
tail with a cord, touching his fkia 
with oil of vitriol, &€. 

Thus have I endeavoured to diftii> 
guifli this diforder, and to point out 
when and where internals are neceflary, 
and in what cafes the cure may be 
cfFeded by external applications only.

This will keepdi6 
hide from cracking, and be as good a 
prefervative as it is^ to leather s and 
byufingit often before cxercife, will 
prevent the fcratches, if care is al wajrs 
taken to wa(h the heels with warm 
water, when the horfc comes in.

The erown-fcab is an humour that j^^^ 
breaks out round the coronet, which crown 
is very fharp and itching, and attended [^^^'^^"^^ 
v/ith a fcurfynefs : fharp waters pre- 
pared with vitriol, are generally ufed 
jfor the cure : but the fafeft way is firft 
to mix marfhmallow and yellow bafi- 
licon, or the wound ointment, equal 
parts, and to fpread them on tow, 
and lay air round the coronet. A dofe 
or two of phyfick may be very proper, 
with the diuretic drinks, p. 300. and 
the alteratives above recommended, 
in rebellious cafes, vide Chap, on 
alteratives.

the refemblance they bear to the tail 
of a rat.

the former may be treated with toe 
drying ointment and waOies, p. 298.

io5« If the hardnefs does no; fubmit 
to the laft medicine, it {houid be pared 
oflf with a knife, and dreffed with tur- 
pentine, tar and honey, to which ver^ 
digreafe or white vitriol may occa- 
iionally be added ; but before the* ufe 
of the knife you may apply this oint- 
ment :

cooler, it is a remarkable reflringent, 
which in this cafe would be extreamly 
prejudicial; inflead of which a print 
of frefh butter may be firft applied to

How There is another difordet- the hoofs 
woifv 2iXt fubjed to which is their being 

ih!?uM bc^^^^^f^ ^"^ moift; this may be con- 
treated, ftitutional, or proceed from going 
much in wet and marrtiy grounds, 
flanding conftantly in wet litter, or 
any ixifirmity that may bring too great 
a moifture into the feet. In this cafe

that it turns the foot fomewhat into ^^^* 
the (hape of a bell. 'This is caufed 
fometimes by (hoeing as above,to widen 
the heel, and fometimes by cutting 
the toes down too much, which gives 
that (hape to the foot, and caufes the 
horfe to go lame. 

. To remedy this diibrder, Mr. Gtbfan How

A fand- W/ H AT is called a fand- crack, is 
crak dc. ^ a little cleft on the outfide the 
ftfibed. hoof; if it runs in a fttait lifie down- 
wards, and penetrates through the bony 
part of the hoof, it often proves trou- 
blefome to cure j bu t if it pafles through 
the ligament that unites the hoof with 
the coronet, it is then apt to breed a 
qoictdr, or falfc quarter, which are 
dangerous. • 

How ^'hen thfe crack only penetrates 

irtaicd, through the hoof, without touching 

the ligarnenf. unlefs the hoof be 

hollow 
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liollow, it may cafrly be cured, by 

rafping only the edges fmooth, and 

applying thick plcdgits of bafilicon^ 

and binding them down with a piece 

of foft lift ; if fome precipitate be added 

to it, this medicine will be improved 

thereby, and in general anfwers the 

end, without any other application. 

But if you perceive any hollowncfs 

under the hoof, and that the cleft has 

a tendency to penetrate through the 

griftleor ligament, the heft method in 

that cafe is to fire out of hand with 

irons that are not made too hot, firfl: 

rafping very thin and wide, from both 

fides of the cleft, The horfe muft not 

carry any weight for fome time, but 

be turned out to grafs, or wintered in 

a good farm yard, 

A quittor is an ulcer formed be- A quittor 
tween the hair and hcof, ufually the ^«^«'ibc^- 
infidc quarter of a horfe's foot; it . 
arifes often from treads and bruifes, 
fometimes from gravel, which by 
working its way upwards, lodges about 
the coronet: if it is only fuperficialj 
it may be cured with cleanfing 
dreflings,- bathing the coronet every 

day 
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day with fpirit of wine, and dreiSng 
the fore with the precipitate medicine. 

How But if die matter forms itfelf a /| 

curtd in lodgment under the hoof» th^re is no 

^fei!"^'*' way then to come at the ulcer, biic 

by taking off part of the hoof; and 

if this be done artfully and well, the 

cure may be afieded without danger. 

When the matter happens to be 
lodged near the quarter, the farrier i$ 
fometimes obliged to take off the 
quarter of the hoof, aqd the cure is 
then^ for the mod par^^ but pallia* 
live ; for when the quarter grows up, 
it leaves a pretty large feam, which 
weakens the foot ; this is what is called 
a falfe quarter, and a horfe with this 
dcfeft, fcldom gets quite found.

When the fore is not enlarged by the 
ktiife, which is the beft and left pain*

blue vitriol powdered, and mixed with 
a few drops of the oil, is ufed alfo for 
this purpofe, and is faid to aft as 
effeftually, and with lefs pain and 
danger ; during the operation of thefe 
medicines, the foot, I think, (hould 
be kept in fomfe fbft poultice, and cart 
fhould^ be taken, during the whole 
dreffing, to pt-event proud flefh riling, 
•which otherwife will not only retard 
the cure, but prevent a firm and found 
healing.

Tbe cnic. fj^jj^ joxmtt of this diforder points 
out the method of cure, which is to 
be as GKpoditious and careful as:f cflible 
in getting out the grant) ; if it is found 
difficult to efi«£fc this, let the foal or 
hoof be pared thin, and if neceflSiry, the 
wound mlarged to die bottom, and 
then dreflfed up as ufiial. Should the 
coffin-bone be affeded, you muft

When an impoilume or gathering The 
appears, the fafeft way is to pare out method of 
the hard part of the frog^ or whatever ^'*'^' 
appears totten, and wafli the bottom 
of the foot two or three times a day 
with old chamberlye -, this is the fafell 
andbeft way of treating them.
